terpoled to (tay that courſe. It was rime well plyed,wht 
the fame his Holmes concriving her Maicſties viter de- 
{trution, (as appeares in the lite of Pris 7. publiſhed in 
Jealian) and drawing the king of Spaine into the ſawe, 
hee ſent ouer one Robert Godolphn a Florentine , vnder 
the colour of Merchandiſe, hether into England,co ex- 
ciea rebellion, & furniſhed him with 1 5 0c0. Crownes 
towards the ſame : by whoſe cunning perſwafion , the 
Noble men in the North parts beeing riſen in Armes, 
forth commeth the Popes Bull, blanched witha fayre- 
y face of paſtorall zeale, and loue to the Catho- 

que religion, excomunicating of pure deuotion (God 
wot) the Queenes Maieſtie, and diſcharging her ſub- 
iefts from their allegeance vno her : beeing indeede 
naught els, ſaue a dewh(h Engine, to the re- 
bellion: which beeing diſſolued, and the thereof 
Gipericd, the time was plied on (tl wath conſolatorie 
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in caſting out of Devils, 
Letters, written from the Pope , containing matter of 
new comfort, and encouragement to the Dake of Nor» 
fake. the cloſe debgned head of that rebellion , by bis 
intended mariage with the Scorty/h Lneene. Forces were 
ifed to be (ett ouer with all ſpeede from beyond 
to the ayde of the ſaide Duke, vnder the leading of 
Vuelh , appointed to that office by name from the king 
of Spaine, the comming of which forces,the Dake him 
ſelfe did ſtay, by loſing hs head.

Which ſtratageme, beeing inſpired by the Pope in» 
to Parſons, by Parſons into Edmund; alias Weſton, a Pro- 
uinciall of the order of leſuits for that time , reſiding 
heere in England : betweene Parſons, and whom, as be> 
eweene two /ntelhgences , ina ſuperior, and an inferior 
ſphzre, there was a mutuall communication of all mat- 
ters of import, and by the ſame Edmwnd: beeing brea» 
thed into the breaſtes of all theyr ſubordinates, and de- 

heere in the Land, it cannot be c6ceiued, what 
a ſpirit, life , and alacritie, the whole Popiſh bodie of 
Traytors (halfe dead before) did fuddainly conceiue, 
how euery limb, member, and ioynt of that holy bo- 
die did befhir it ſelfe, to be ſeruiceable to this holie de» 
figne.

looke, that Fa: Weiton had ſhewed ſuch a ſoucraigne 
authority ouer hell, as the deuils themſelues ſhould con- 
feſle theyr kingdom was neere at an end. And the ſame 
Array, was fo tull fraught with hope, and confidence,in 
the Spa, and Gui/ian attempt then in band, as his fuſt 
congee was in Maiſter Tirrels eare at theyr entring into

ſprinckling of holy water did remorphize an olde wo- 
man,that had been turned into a Mare. The miracle lud 
beene ſtronger, if ſhe had been turned into a horſe. 
And yet 1 truſt you wil not fay, but that this holy wa- 
ter was ſtrong enough thus : for Circer drench could 
doe little more, that rurned Uſes men into Swine: and 
yet that was faine to be taken downe, ere it could doe 
the feate; this onely beſprincked, did turne a Mare into 
a woman againe. 
Lacians oyntment 1 confeſle (that he p_—_ of by 
ing in at a creuiſe, and ſpying the Witch annoyne 
withall,) came neere the force of this forcible 
water of Rome, For Lucien tels vs himſelfe, that by that 
time hee had annointed himſelfe af ouer with that en- 
chaunted oyle, he was turned into an Aſle, and that hee 
ſo lived by the ſpace of (ix, or ſeauen yeeres in the ſhape 
of an (ſe, vnder very cruell maiſters that whipped him 
ſore, as vader a Gardiner, a tyle man, a Corier,and ſuch 
like: and that at lalt hee was mctamorphoſed into the 
ſhape of a man by eating of Roſes. What would a little 
of that Aſle-making oyle doe, if it had the good hap to 
_ , and ſuper-charmed by his Bleſledneſle at 
ome ? 
Well, this holy water of Rome had as fayre a diſcent, 
#3 that Lacien oyle, for that did come from a Witchof 
Theſſaha, and this holy water doth come from the witch 
of Delphes, of whom the Roman Poet ſaith thus. Spore 
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in caſting out of Devils, 
g# aqua capter luftrah Graia ſacerdor : whence Numa 
the grand (orcerer, ye 
der of holy trinckets tooke it : and of him the Romane 
Wilard Pope Surizs, or Pope «Alexander begged it, & 
bublefric for an hol deuwl-whippe to hus deere mother 
Church. 

And heere I muſt ——y_—_"_ {Ar 
mory, (as who can beare all this dreadful hel-geare in 
his head without a ſurcharge) that before 1 had recoun- 
ted you the wonderful powers of this «Aqua forts to 
ſcald out a deuil,and make a woman of a mare,] ſhould 
haue acquainted you how the Miracle-minter in his mi- 
racle booke doth ſolemaly tell vs, that the devil himſelfe 
did ſolemnly proclaime from hel, that there were foure 
dreadful dewil-ſcourges in the prieſts holy : holy 
— ——— frankenſence, and tlic cot 
Exoraſmes : whereby you may plainly ſee , that vvith 
theyr intoxicating potions, they had confounded the 
deuils wits, and made him as wiſe as goodman 'Yattons 
boy of Wakbem, who having beene vicd to be beaten, 
ſometime with birch, ſometime with apple-tree twiggs, 
ſometime with Willow, tells his Maiſter wiſely, that of 
all three apple-tree was the worſt, whereby his Maiſter 
knew how to ſting him the more ſoundly . And vvhat 
needs now any more wier-drawing , and prophaning 
of holy (cri my GO our 
enchaunted water ? it hath the ſame warrant Rs. 
raigntie, as Campien had of his martyrdome, hel, & the 
deuil, p/e 4:7, who you know doth not ve to faile. 

But S4r4 Wilkem tels vs, that ſhe ſaid no ſuch thing, 
and that the prieſts themſclues, for the better gracing of 
thole foure holy ſcourges, were the deuils Heralds, and 
did proclaime them in her name,or the name of the de- 
ui, and ſo put ie downe in theyr Miracle-booke as the 
deuils owne words. As they were faine at turne, 
a her fits, pageants, and trauaces, to help out the deuil 
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im her part becing oft »on plus, and many things falling 
m be m——n to grace the play withall, ta that 
which was meditated and ſet downe in her part. And 
therefore they would often ſay, and write downe, that 
Sara: devil ſaid thus, and ſo, where none but the prieſt. 
deuil himſelfe, who played three parts in one, ſomtime 
the prieſt, ſometimes the devil, ſometimes the deuils 
prompter, or Interpeter (as the puppets haue alwaies 
a mimicall prolocutor to tel what they meane) ſaid one 
word. 

And why might not they to keepe the ſtage ful, cog 
ina deuil when they liſted, as gameſters coggein a Die: 
vvhen eAgazarics the Teſuit tels vs, that hee _ 
brought from Rome certaine halowed, holy graines, 
having giuen them to his holy children for their ſeuerall 
Lo and wants , they by misfortune loſt the ſaid 

aines, and he comforts his holy (hrtuelings,his ghoſt. 

ood children, telling them in honeſt termes, thats 
hetle prety peble ſtone taken vp out of a gutter , would 
ſerue the turne cuen as well, ſo it were received & kepe, 
with humility, and deuotion. But our tragedians 
were,as ſcemes, afraid, that theſe old brayed geare(holy 
water, halowed candle, and frankenſence) would not 
hold our, and play their parts wel , and therefore they 
on ood to cry them out of hand , as they vſe to 
cry = ny they are afraide of ſmelling . This 
feare was very needleſle, for as you ſee holy water in ths 
deuil-pageant hath acquit it ſelfe wel , eſpecially inthe 
nr the Mare : Com ſhal ſee holy candle, fran- 
kincenſe, and the reſt, play o parts no worſe : for 
they were all deuil-whippes of the maker , of a ſtaight 
ſNocke, cleane corde, & ſure twiſt, as true and wel-knot- 
ted ſtuffe, as cuer Wades myll did afford. 

You ſhal hauc holy candle play his part , in the Au- 
thour his owne phraſe and penning, for his better grace- 
The whole houſe at Denham, faith the Miracle-maker, 
wo 
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was ſo haunted with ſpirits, that a mayde could not ca- 
ric a candle lighted m her hand, except it were halowed. 
No meruaile though the candles went out fo thicke 
ut Denham: for there the dewils kept theyr aQts in tene- 
bris othicke with the poore maids , as Sara confeſleth 
the durſt not goe to Dibdaier chamber alone, for feare 
of dewil-puffing as little geſſing.by his vnholy handhn 
he had beene an holy prieſt. Yetthe baudy Poet tell 
them, that ſomtime a little candle-light doth not amiſle 
at that deuil-worke, and therfore not amiſle inſerted by 
the Author, that an halowed candel ſhould ſometime 
burne before the deuil. 

But in an other paſlage, the miracle-noter tels vs, that 
the devil puffed at the holy candel, as hard as he could, 
and _- not get it out : this Sara ſaith, was puffed in 

the penner, to pufte vp a part for the holy candel to 
: But Iam verily of opinion, that the deuil puffed 
, and that the prieſts had a iuſt ſcandling, & ſize 
of the deuils breath,to know how ſtrong,and deepe the 
deuil was able to puffe, and when hee puffed his beſt : 
themſelues hauing often out-breathed, and out-puſfed 
him, as you have formerly heard : and therefore they 
knew , howto hallow a candle fo high , and to ſuch a 
pitch, as the deuil with all the breath in his belly, ſhould 
not be able to puffe it out . And why not as eaſily, and 
with as good a grace , as to hallow a candel, to ſuch a 
ſublime, abſtrat,& quinteſſential nature , as doth this 
day burne before the bleſſed ſhrine of our Lady at Ar- 
ra , without waſting or dimination, without receauin 
any adition of matter, to feede, and preſerue the lighe, 
excepe nutriment onely. It was no great diſgrace to the 
dewls , that could nor blow out the holy candel, 
ng happily ſupported, by the holy candleſtick of the 


But you muſt be enformed, of a farre greater foyle,ſu- 
Rained by the deuil, at the beabefopunng _ 
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Pees *. vertuc of this holy ended Bolden hs hand. Hearg 
the Mirachſt report it, in his owne gracious Idhowe, 
Sara being [et in a chaire, ſpee raged more then ere fore did 
before, eſpecially at the preſence of an infant, holdung a hey 
candell, crying oft with terrible voyee and conntenance 1 will 
rate thee, but the child nothing abaſhed thereat, was brought 
to hold the candell to ber noſe, and to put hims to ſilence, © 
Catholicam fidem ! O fidem Cathokcam ' that haſt ſucha 
check,and ſoucraignty ouer all the power of hell, as that 
thy prieſts leade about deuils after them, as men leade 
Beares by the nole, or Iack an Apes in a ſtring, and en» 
dueſt thy young Infants, with ſuch heroical magnani- 
mitie, as they dare play with the deuils noſe, and crie 
lack dewill, bo dewill, blow out the candell dewill: and the 
deuil (tands like a mute in a blacke ſanftus, with 

a bone in his mouth, and dares not ſpeake one word. 

The two next deuil-ſcourges proclaimed from hel, 
were Frankincenſe, and the booke of Exorciſmes: the 
former whereof though it pleaſed you not to grace with 
any ſpecial miracle accompliſhed alone , haut 
new initiats to aduaunce, that ſtood you in more 
yet to ſhew that your deere Mother-church did not be- 
tow her bleſſing vppon ſuch a iewel for naught, 

him his due time, order, and place,and mar 
[oy very honourably according to his diſcent, ſomtime 
with the powerful potion , ſometime with brimſtone, 
ſometime wirh holy water, ſometime with holy candle, 
ſhewing vs by the worthines of bis companion, that hee 
was none of the raſcal crue. 

Indeede you needed be the leſſe careful for this, by 
reaſon it is alwaies of worth very ſufficient to and 
aduaunceit ſelfe, both in regard of the antiquity, as alſo 
of the honourable difcent thereof, as ſpringing from no 
meaner ſtemme then the three Kings of Cullen , that | 
brought ie with gold, and Mirrhe,for a preſent vnto'our 

Sauiour Chriſt. And therefore it hath worth the 
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—— our Mother-church ever fince, 
receiued her deere motherly bleſſing , by con- 
eden.

in our fragedie, that this plaid not the moſt tragjcall 
monſter-part,nor did not the greateſt wonders, and that 
vppon very wiſe, and important confiderations.

This man, though dwing the prime of his wit he was 
of a moſt , pregnant, ripe, and ſubtile diſcourſe, yet his 
wit beeing deepe woaded with that melancholick 
blacke dye, had his braine veram ſedem demonum , the 
theater, and ſporting houſe for devils to dauncein: for 
he hath in his braine, ſuch ſtrange ſpeculations, fantaf- 
mes, and cheoremes for deuils, as a man may ſee a great 
dcale of madnes mixed with his great wit. Forhobeth

men of their generative power, that ſhe may transferre 
corne out of one field into another,and may cauſe haile, 
thander, and winde at her pleaſure.

the (puit of Glutony in the forme of a Woolfe., But it is 
to be wondered at, that GeneralttMabo, at the laſt, and 
wolt dreadful exorciſme of all, when hee was expelled 
with 2200c. yeeres torment layd vppon his backe, hee 
Nunke ove withour any fimiltude at all. And more. an 
ordinary Reader will wonder, that CAfabo, beeing Dic- 
tator of hell , is aid in the Legend of Miracles, and 
noted by Sera, to have choſen ſuch a ſtrange part in Sa- 
ne for his paſſage out , as I dare not name : and yet de- 
uils, comedians, and their reporters may have licence in 
all Courts to call all things by their name. And indeede 
heere lyes the wonder of all,conſidering that that name- 
leſle part, the devils port-gate in Sare, was the prieſly

And indeed it 1 good 
decorams in a Comgdie , to giue vs empiic names for 
things, and to tell vs of (trange Monſters within, where 
there be none . When a man heares of theſe frightful 
fimlirudes, wherem the dewls are concened to 
as flames, whirlewands, ſnaker, cats, fire, and /mocke , hee 
would imagine the ſpeAtators ſhould be much gaſtred, 
and skared at the going, out of the dewils in theſe feare- 
ful formes, and that the chambers and roomes , where 
the demoniacks and the company are, ſhould be ſha- 
ken with the whirlewind, ſcorched with the flames,and 
ſoiled with brumſtone and ſmoake, and that the aflem- 
bly (hould tremble, to ſee the dewill whirle about mn the 
fianltude of a /wate, 232 fire-dragon ſpoutes, & whirles 
inthe ayre : but at our gentle deuils departure , there 
was neither ſhape ſeene , nor wind heard, nor motion 
felt, nor flames , nor ſmoake, nor whirling fire-ſnake 
perceived at all, and therefore you mult heedtullic ob- 
ſerue, the Authours clauſe alwaies annexed, (as «Amen 
to a maſle )vnto the end of the ſentence : As ſeemed, or 
appeared to the pojſeſed. 

So as the out-caſling of theſe vgly devils viſards, lyes 
thus.

TEtbe not deceived , Ma. Edmmds alias Weſton, was 
the Author of this booke , and the examples by him 
alledged, were brought of purpole, to giue the more 
credit to his, and our proceedings with the faid parties 
before mentioned.

The ſþi- 
rit of Sloth «ns the lkener of an Aſle 1 the frivit of Enuie = 
the ſanilitnde of a Dog : the ſpurit of Gluttony in the 
forme of 4 Wolfe : and the other demilt bad alſo im ther de- 
parture their particuler hheneſſes agreeable to their na- 
tures, 

Hetherto the Author of the ſaid Treatiſe, thoughin 
ſome more words, yet to this effeft . Concerning the 
which report, the world muſt needes beare me witnes, 
pot 4 09g view, that I haue 
cauſe to blame them , for making of theſe things com- 
mon, which were wrought by themſclues in private, fo 
much to my diſcredite . My charity ſhall deſerue very 
great commendations as I thinke , if t doe not hereafrer 
ſeeke to be revenged, both vpon Mat Famwnds, and the 
reſt, that have thus dealt with me .

This onely 1 think,and am perſwaded in my con- 
ſcience, that what 1 did therein, I was eyther led vnto if 
by ſome of the Prieſts mitrutlong queitions, or elle I had 
beene told before , that others in my caſe had deſcribed 
fuch dewils by ſuch geſtures, that did Ggnifie ſuch, and 
ſuch finnes, For being not then fully xvij. yeeres of age, 
as I rake it, I doe not thinke that any ſuch things would 
ever haue come into my head , if | had not beene cun- 

ingly inſtrufed, 

It h ſtrange vnto me, when I remember divers 
things concerning theſe matters, as I may (ay of my felt, 
fol beene informed concerning the reſt, that ey- 
ther had beene, or were then in my caſe. Wee were ne- 
wer ſuffered to be quiet : few nights eſcaped, but either 
Maſtris Peckham when ſhe was preſent , or Millris Ple- 
ter, or lore other of the women, where we remained, 
would be with vs , eyther to bring vs newes ſeuerally, 
what each of vs had done or ſaid apart, when we were 
exorciſed the day before: or elſe 10 tell vs [irange tales, 
which they ſaid they had heard of ſome of the prie(ls, 
concerning divers things which had beene done, and 
ſpoken by ſuch, as had polleſTed in gather Coun- 
tries : whether they did thus by the direftion of the 
prieſts or no, I cannot tell, but 1 yerily beleewe ghat wee 
all of vs learned thereby to doe things, which 0+ 
therwiſc we ſhould never have thought of . And whe-

ſtures before mentioned, I know not,it may be 1 did. 

And as 1 aunſwer to this point, ſo doe 1 vnto that 0+ 
ther, as touching the deuils ſuppoſed firuluudes in their 

departing out of me. Eyther it is altogether 
and deuiſed by themſclues, or elſe they led me to 
fay ſo by their queſtions. As it they asked me , whether 
Pride did not depart from mein the lkene''e of a Pex 
cock, it is very probable that 1 aid he did.

Andalſo that the moſt of thoſe things which are 
written of me, arc eyther viterly falſe, or greatly altered 
in the telling, And thatthe prieſts themſclues that dealt 
with me, arc of right to beare the blame for that which 
eyther I or any of the reſt ſaid or did, that mighe giue a- 
ny iuſt cauſe of offence, eyther to her Maiellie, or the 
ſtate heere in England. 

Vpon my ſpeeches before mentioned to the Lord 
Strange, the prie(ls, and others, eſpecially choſe that fa- 
wour Ma: Edman: as I thinke, did give it out that I was 
ſtilt poſlefied. And | doube not but if at any time they 
vnderſtand of this my confeſſion, it wil be Gaid that now 
I have many deuilsin me . Ihad en to ſet downe 
hew I haue had along time an ache in one of my knees, 
which I thinke I got whe 1 was a child by a cold, & how 
when1 told the prieſts of it firſt, they vſed that for one 

to proue that 1 was polſleſſed : ſaying, that it 

was very likely that the devil kept about that place. Alſo 
I feare 1 ſhall be troubled with my old diſeale as T have 
before ſaid, So as if they ſhall determine to hold on ſo 
Oo. 2. wicked 
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wicked a courſe, they are like to have the ame canſesrs 
AT YO agen 20 Jer er Bur 1 
hope they wil not to preſume to have any further 
dealing with me , and that God will Py any An from 
them . And this is all I can fay to all ſuch points, and 


matters as haue beene propounded vnto me.
